dian border between Calgary 
and Great Falls, Mont., 
2 7 0 
miles to the southeast. 
As the plane approached Cal­ 
gary for the last time shortly 
after midnight the hijacker dc- 
mandetl 
a 
parachute 
and 
threatened to blow out the back 
of aircraft unless the si.x-mem- 
ber crew opened an emergency 
window. Air Canada officials 
said. 
When the hijacker bent over 
to put on tlie parachute, a crew 
member hit him over the head 
with the ax, they said. The gun­ 
man was taken off the plane in 
Calgary unconscious. 
All 118 passengers aboard the 
plane had been released un­ 
harmed earlier in Great Falls. 
The drama began soon after 
the plane, flight 812 from Van­ 
couver, B. C., to Toronto, put 
'down at Calgary at 5:30 p.m. to 
take on passengers. Shortly aft­ 
er takeoff, a short, swarthy 
man approached the first class 
section and pulled out a sawed- 
off shotgun from imder his 
overcoat. 
As passengers looked on he 
fired a blast into a partition 
and threatened to blow up the 
plane with dynamite unless his 
demands were met. 
He said he was a member of 
the Irish Republican Army and 
was “willing to die for my 
country.” 
The plane then flew to Great 
Falls and was met by a police 
matron who delivered an at­ 
tache 
case 
containing 
what 
sources said was $50,000, appar­ 
ently enough to satisfy the hija 
ckcr. The jet took on fuel and 


with the passengers, hijacker 
and crcw' aboard took off for 
Regina, Sask., where it was to 
be refueled for the flight to Ire­ 
land 
H ow e v e r , shortly after 
takeoff from Great Falls, the 
plane returned to that city and 
the passengers were released. 
After taking on 7,000 gallons of 
fuel, not enough to go to Ireland, 
the hijacker ordered Uie plane 
up again. Air Canada officials 
said it first headed for New 
York, 
but 
the

turned to Phoenix, Ariz. How­ 


ever, within minutes the plane 
turned again, tliis time to re­ 
turn to Calgary on what turned 
out to be the last leg. 
A1 Solosky, one of the re­ 
leased passengers, said when 
he boarded the flight in Calga­ 
ry he bumi>ed into the hijacker 
in the first class compartment. 
Solosky, 3i, of Ottawa, said 
the man was about .5-fcct-7, 
with dark, curly hair and a 
swarthy complexion, and that 
he wore a long, black coat, 
which he refused to take off.

SAN RAFAEL. Calif. (AP) — 
The trial of Angela Davis will 
be held as planned in Santa 
Clara County, says the judge 
assigned to the case. 
After listening to two days of 
defense 
arguments, Superior 
Court Judge Richard E. Arna- 
son ruled Friday their evidence 
“fails to establish any reason­ 
able likelihood Uiat she caimot 
get a fau- trial in Santa Clara 
County. 
Arnason did delay the 
trial 
for 10 days, however, after 
which Miss Davis, a former 
UCLA philosophy instructor, is 
expected to be moved either to 
the county jail at San Jose or a 
branch court and jail near Palo 
Alto, south of San Francisco. 
Her chief defense attorney, 
Howard Moore, Jr., said no de­ 
cision has been reached yet on 
whether to appeal the ruling. 
Arnason had ordered a transfer 
from Marin County to Santa 
Clara County, but the defense 
argued Santa Clara is just as 
biased against blacks and re­ 
quested removal 
to San Frn- 
cisco. 
“We’re reluctant to make 
a 
quick decision,” said Moore, 
“ an appeal would only further 
delay her trial, She’s been in 
jail more than a year, which 
has been decidedly harmful to 
her health. Doctors are unani­

As the plane approached Cal­ 
gary for the last lime shortly 
after midnight the hijacker de­

threatened to blow out the back 
of aircraft unless the six-mem­ 
ber crew opened an emergency 
window, Air Canada officials 
said. 
When the hijacker bent over 
to put on the parachute, a crew 
member hit him over the head 
with the ax, they said. The gun­ 
man was taken off the plane in 
Calgary unconscious. 
All 118 passengers aboard the 
plane had been released un 
harmed earlier in Great Falls. 
The drama began soon after 
the plane, flight 812 from Van 
couver, B. C., to Toronto, put 
down at Calgary at 5:30 p.m. to 
take on passengers. Shortly aft­ 
er takeoff, a short, swarthy 
man approached the first class 
section and pulled out a sawed- 
off shotgun from 
under his 
overcoat. 
As passengers looked on he 
fired a blast into a partition 
and threatened to blow up the 
plane with dynamite unless his 
demands were met. 
He said he was a member of 
the Irish Republican Army and 
was "willing to die for my 
country." 
The plane then flew to Great 
Falls and was met by a police 
matron who delivered an at­

containing 
what 
sources said was $50,000, appar­ 
ently enough to satisfy the hija­ 
cker. The jet took on fuel and

“ Machinery represents nearly 
12 per cent of the total assets 
of farmers as listed in the 1968 
Balance Sheet of Ag ricu ltu re,” 
according to Dr. John Moore, 
Ex tension Economist, du ring a 
recent v isit. 


Howev er, the inv estment per 
acre and the annu al costs (both 
v ariable and fired) per crop 
acre has stay ed fairly constant.

It’s a g ood idea to check with 
y ou r bu lb su pplier to determine 
which cu ltiv ars are best for 
indoors. 
Bu lbs 
su itable 
for 
ou tdoors v ery often are inferior 
when being forced indoors. 
After y ou hav e selected the 
bu lbs of cu ltiv ars y ou want to 
try 
su ch 
as 
hy acinths 
and 
tu lips, plant in a well-drained 
mediu m u sing either pots or 
flats. A minimu m of 4 inches 
o f 
planting 
mediu m 
is 
necessary . Plant bu lbs with the 
nose of the bu lb ju st at the 
top of the mediu m. No fertilizer 
is necessary * Keep them moist 
and at a temperatu re of abou t 
40 deg rees for a minimu m of 
13 weeks. Temperatu res as low 
as 32 deg rees and as hig h as 
50 deg rees are satisfactory bu t 
not as g ood as 40 deg rees. Pots 
or flats may be held 
u nder 
ample mu lch ou tside. 
To bring them into flower, 
place flats or pots in a well- 
lig hted area indoors of abou t 
65 
deg rees. 
Hy acinths 
may 
flower in as few as

while tu lips may take 4 to

Take ou t canes which may be 
ru bbing 
and those that are 
spindly or smaller in diameter 
than the size of a lead pencil. 
After 
these 
g eneral 
pru ning 
recommendations, hy brid teas, 
floribu ndas, 
and 
g randifloras 
shou ld be cu t to a heig ht that 
is in balance with other plants 
in the rose bed, normally abou t 
18 to 24 inches. 
In addition to the g eneral 
pr u n i n g 
recommendations, 
climbing roses may hav e some 
v ery old, heav y canes g rowing 
in the center of the plant which 
are not produ cing many leav es 
or flowers. These can be cu t 
ou t completely , leav ing newer 
canes to produ ce more g rowth 
and flowers which are more 
desirable. 
Also, 
canes 
may 
become v ery long , making it 
necessary to pru ne them back 
so they are maintained in the 
bou nds of the area y ou want 
them. 
When pru ning roses, cu t back 
to ju st abov e a bu d that is 
pointing towards the ou tside of 
the plant. Be su re that all cu ts 
are clean, not torn. 


demand for farm machinery 
can really be broken down into 
two components. One part is the 
demand for the improv ed work 
performance of new machinery . 
The other part is the demand 
for the serv ices associated with 
the machinery , serv ices which 
redu ce 
worker’s 
effort

fatig u e and increased personal 
comfort. 
It is interesting to note that 
ev en thou g h farm nu mbers are 
declining 
in

U.S., 
the 
nu mber of seleced machines on 
farms

increase. The total v alu e of 
motor v ehicles and machinery 
on farms in the U.S. has in­ 
creased nearly 12 times since 
1940. The trend of increasing 
inv estments in farm machinery ’ 
will continu e for sev eral y ears 
as the process of su bstitu ting 
capital for labor is a profitable 
inv estment. 
Wag e 
rates 
for 
hired 
labor 
on farms 
has 
stadily increased faster 
than 
farm machinery prices when 
compared on an index basis. 
Capital being su bstitu ted for 
labor in the form of machinery 
has contribu ted g reatly to labor 
efficiency , v olu me of produ ction 
and 
farm 
profits 
on 
many 
farms. 
Howev er, 
on 
other 
farms, similar inv estments hav e 
led to 
seriou s financial dif­ 
ficu lties and in some cases hav e 
resu lted in liqu idation of the 
farm 
bu siness. 
This 
is 
the 
reason for the concern ov er the 
hig h 
priority 
on 
making 
a 
carefu l economic analy sis of all 
m a j o r 
farm 
machinery 
decisions. 
Farm machinery * can now be 
pu rchased in many sizes and 
capacities. 
More capital and 
less labor is requ ired when a 
larg er machine 
is pu rchased 
instead of a small one. The 
hig her ownership costs of the 
larg er machine may be ju stified 
when 
labor, 
timeliness 
of 
operation, v alu e of additional 
produ ction and qu ality of the 
crop are all considered. If labor 
is restricted, capital is av ailable 
and a machine has a hig h an­ 
nu al 
u se, then 
the 
larg er 
machines may be ju stified. A 
farmer will g enerally consider 
sev eral 
factors 
in 
making 
decisions to bu y machinery or 
to g ain control by some other 
means. 
Some of these 
con­ 
siderations inclu de: 
1. Is this the hig hest income 
opportu nity u se for my limited 
capital? 
2.

Most of the economics of size 
in farming today hav e been 
accomplished when one set of 
modern farm equ ipment can be 
fu lly u tilized. This 
g enerally 
requ ires a one to one and one- 
half man labor force or more 
A modern day family size farm 
can be a v ery competitiv e u nit 
when the crop acreag es area 
are of su fficient nu mber to 
intensify the u se of 
a modern 
set of farm machinery if the 
ownership rou te is the method 
of control u sed. 
* * * 
NO one can arg u e ag ainst the 
desirability of the u se of larg e 
equ ipment, bu t g aining control 
by owning the big machinery 
on small acreag e is disastrou s 
So, the important objectiv e to 
striv e for may not be owning 
alone, bu t “ g aining the u se or 
c o n t r o l 
of 
larg e 
modern 
machinery 
at 
a 
reasonable 
cost.” Alternativ es for g aining 
control are: 
Bu y new machinery , Bu y u sed 
machinery , hav e the work done 
by 
cu stom 
operators, 
own 
m a c h i n e r y 
jointly , 
lease 
machinery , do cu stom work for 
others 
to ‘‘spread ownership 
costs.” 
Increased 
profits 
du e 
to 
timeliness of operation is a v ery 
important consideration, bu t be 
su re this is a ju stifiable reason 
rather than an ex cu se to be 
ov er-mechanized. The secret to 
reasonable machinery costs per 
acre is 
to ev alu ate where the 
different alternativ e methods of 
control wou ld rank or be spotted 
on the fix ed cos cu r be. 
Farm profits are more often 
limited by the failu re or inabili­ 
ty cope with the field cost of 
the farm bu siness rather than 
the v ariable costs. There is only 
two way s of redu cing 
fix ed 
or ov erhead costs, (1) don’t be­ 
come committed to them, (2) 
arrang e for adequ ate u se 
if 
committed. 
The 
break ev en 
point in machinery control 
is 
where the annu al cost of 
con­ 
trol (owing , cu stom hire leas- 
leasing , etc.) equ als the annu al 
retu rns the machine creates. 
This ex act point is v ery difficu lt 
to determine bu t analy zing the 
comparativ e cost of the dif­ 
ferent methods of control is a 
v ery profitable activ ity for the 
farmer today . 
In some cases the retu rns are 
in the form of satisfactions and 
not necessarily in the form of 
profits to the bu siness. The 
satisfaction deriv ed from u sing 
the 
job 
manag ing the entire bu siness. 
Profits in farming definitely 
hing e on the ju dg ment u sed in

They don’t hav e an effectiv e 
ou tpu t control sy stem, and su ch 
artificially hig h prices bring 
i n c r e a s e d produ ction. For 
ex ample: wheat in Du isberg 
Germany , sells for $107 per 
metric ton. This is the EC 
targ et price and is the basis 
for su pporting wheat prices. 
When U.S. wheat is deliv ered 
to Rotterdam for abou t $60 per 
metric ton, the U. S. price 
adv antag e is 
nu llified

v ariable lev y * of near $45 per 
metric ton after accou nting for

transportation. 
E x po r t 
su bsidy pay ments are made by 
the EC to make their wheat 
competitiv e in world markets, 
Barr ex plains.

Want to try something new? 
Just for fun (and beauty), try 
growing some spring flowering 
bulbs indoors this winter — 
beginning now. 
It’s a good idea to check with 
your bulb supplier to determine 
which cultivars are best for 
indoors. 
Bulbs 
suitable 
for 
outdoors very often are inferior 
when being forced indoors. 
After you have selected the 
bulbs of cultivars you want to 
try 
such 
as 
hyacinths 
and 
tulips, plant in a well-drained 
medium using either pots or 
flats. A minimum of 4 inches 
o f 
planting 
medium 
is 
necessary’. Plant bulbs with the 
nose of the bulb just at the 
top of the medium. No fertilizer 
if necessary . Keep them moist 
and at a temperature of about 
40 degrees for a minimum of 
13 weeks. Temperatures as low' 
as 32 degrees and as high as 
50 degrees are satisfactory but 
not as good as 40 degrees. Pots 
or flats may be held 
under 
ample mulch outside. 
To bring them into flower, 
place flats or pots in a well 
lighted area indoors of about 
65 
degrees. 
Hyacinths 
may 
flower in as few as 
7 days 
while tulips may take 4 to 
5 
weeks to flower or longer. 
After bulbs 
have flowered, 
they may be placed outside and 
given 
the normal 
care 
for 
outdoor types.

full bloom and 
will, no doubt, 
continue as long as weather

March rather than in the fall, 
more flowers can be expected 
during the summer. Climbing 
type roses, however, should be 
p r u n e d 
immediately 
after 
flowering to prevent removing 
the flower buds for the following 
year. 
Frequently, Ohio winters kill 
garden rose canes down to the 
soil line. 
Following 
such 
winter, simply cut roses back 
by removing all of this dead 
or damaged wood If damage 
appears on one side of the cane 
only, remove the cane at the 
lowest point of damage. 
Disregarding severe winter 
damage, 
there 
are 
a 
few 
pruning practices that must be 
performed. Remove any canes 
that 
have 
been 
broken 
or 
damaged by insects or diseases 
Take out canes wiiich may be 
rubbing and those that are 
spindly or smaller in diameter 
than the size of a lead pencil. 
After these general 
pruning 
recommendations, hybrid teas, 
floribundas. 
and 
grandifloras 
should be cut to a height that 
is in balance with other plants 
in the rose bed, normally about 
18 to 24 inches. 
In addition to the general 
p r u n i n g 
recommendations, 
climbing roses may have some 
very old, heavy canes growing 
in the center of the plant which 
are not producing many leaves 
or flowers. These can be cut 
out completely, leaving newer 
canes to produce mole growth 
and flowers which are more 
desirable. 
Also, 
canes 
mav 
become very long, making it 
necessary to prune them back 
so they are maintained in the 
bounds of the area you want 
them. 
When pruning roses, cut back 
to just above a bud that is 
pointing towards the outside of 
the plant. Be sure that all cuts 
are clean, not tom.

Farm machinery can now be 
purchased in many sizes and 
capacities. More capital and 
less labor is required when a 
larger machine is purchased 
instead of a small one. The 
higher ownership costs of the 
larger machine may be justified 
when 
labor, 
timeliness 
of 
operation, value of additional 
production and qualify’ of the 
crop are all considered. If labor 
is restricted, capital is available 
and a machine has a high an­ 
nual 
use, then 
the 
larger 
machines may be justified. A 
farmer will generally consider 
several 
factors 
in 
making 
decisions to buy machinery or 
to gain control by some other 
means. Some of these con­ 
siderations include: 
I. Is this the highest income 
opportunity use for my limited 
capital? 
2. 
What 
is 
the 
ownership cost per year per 
farm or per acre or hundred 
pounds of product produced? 3. 
Will it add to the timeliness 
of the operation? 4. What are 
other alternative ways to do the the machine may enable 
job and how do costs compare? , operator to do a better 
5. 
Should

machine be purchased? 6. Will 
competant 
operator 
be 
available to run the purchased 
machine? 7. Has the present 


machine been kept the optimum 
number of years? 8. What are 
the chances of obsolescence? 
Will this purchase contribute to 
flexibility of the operation? 
Most of the economics of size 
in farming today have been 
accomplished when one set of 
modern farm equipment can be 
fully utilized. This generally 
requires a one to one and one 
half man labor force or more 
A modern day family size farm 
can be a very competitive unit 
when the crop acreages area 
are of sufficient number to 
intensify the use of 
a modern 
set of farm machinery if the 
ownership route is the method 
of control used. 
* * a 
NO one can argue against the 
desirability of the use of large 
equipment, but gaining control 
by owning the big machinery 
on small acreage is disastrous 
So, the important objective to 
strive for may not be owning 
alone, but “gaining the use or 
c o n t r o l of large 
modern 
machinery 
at 
a 
reasonable 
cost.” Alternatives for gaining 
control are: 
Buy new machinery. Buy used 
machinery, have the work done 
by 
custom 
operators, 
own 
m a c h i n e r y 
jointly, lease 
machinery, do custom work for 
others to ‘‘spread ownership 
costs.” 
Increased 
profits 
due 
to 
timeliness of operation is a very 
important consideration, but be 
sure this is a justifiable reason 
rather than an excuse to be 
over-mechanized. The secret to 
reasonable machinery costs per 
acre is 
to evaluate where the 
different alternative methods of 
control would rank or be spotted 
on the fixed cos curbe. 
Farm profits are more often 
limited by the failure or inabili­ 
ty cope with the field cost of 
the farm business rather than 
the variable costs. There is only 
two ways of reducing 
fixed 
or overhead costs, (I) don’t be­ 
come committed to them, (2) 
arrange for adequate use 
if 
committed. 
The 
break even 
point in machinery control 
is 
where the annual cost of 
con­ 
trol (owing, custom hire leas- 
leasing, etc.) equals the annual 
returns the machine creates. 
This exact point is very difficult 
to determine hut analyzing the 
comparative cost of the dif­ 
ferent methods of control is a 
very profitable activity for the 
farmer today.

Michigan, was a leader in the 
polls, Nixon had had plenty of 
exposure nationally, and there 
were exciting mew faces around 
like Ronald Reagan and Charles 
Percy. Nixon’s calculation that 
Romney would falter turned out 
to be correct. By the time of 
the New Hampshire primary 
the 
Romney 
candidacy 
was 
dead. 
So 
complete 
was 
the 
disaster, as one White House 
aide remarked to me recently, 
that Romney had ruined himself 
not 
only 
as 
a 
Presidential 
candidate 
but 
as 
a 
Vice 
Presidential prospect as well. 
In the early running Teddy 
Kennedy left the field to Senator 
Muskie, though, unlike Nixon, 
he 
had little 
choice 
in 
the 
matter. Until Chappaqyiddick, 
Kennedy 
was 
the 
odds-on 


favorite. In tile wake of his 
b e h a v i o r 
that 
weekend, 
however, most of the electorate 
would have viewed a Kennedy 
candidacy 
as 
an

o u t r a g e . Muskie therefore 
emerged as the front-ruqncr, 
a n d 
the 
media 
began 
discovering 
his 
Lineolncsquc 
qualities. He reached a kind of 
national peak with his reply on 
election eve, 1970. to Nixon’s 
feverish stump rhetoric. 
But certain flaws, reflected by 
his decline in the polls, have 
begun to show up in the Muskie 
candidacy. 
Muskie 
possesses 
redoubtable 
strength 
in

Democratic Party is a coalition.

requires the support of its most 
energetic and violatile elements. 
Richard Nixon once remarked 
that he had learned in 1962 in

could not win with the Right 
alone, but that he could not win 
without

Similarly, a Democrat cannot 
win without the Left, even if 
he has the solid center of the 
party. 
Muskie’s weakness is that he 
has found no way to appeal lo 
the youth vote, the campus, the 
intellectuals,

chic Left, or to those Left 
D e m o c r a t i c wealthy types 
whose money flows in direct 
proportion to idological purity. 
Muskie, even as Humphrey in

Robin Turner, R-14 
Marion, a foe of any personal 
income tax. 
The proposal also calls for a 
corporation tax of two to six 
per cent, plus four mills on net 
worth. It would increase the 
tax on state insurance com­ 
panies from two to three mills. 
The tax bill also provides: 
—a one-mill increase in taxes 


on financial institutions. 
—Doubling the tax on pre­ 
mixed alcoholic beverages from 
4 to 80 cents per gallon. 
The bdl allows a real estate 
tax credit if an individual’s 
property tax exceeds four per 
cent of his earnings or a corpo­ 
ration’s tax exceeds 15 per cent 
of its earnings. 
The measure would provide 
an estimated $837.1 million in 
new revenue to finance an esti­ 
mated $8 billion budget over 
the biennium. The last biennial 
budget was $6.2 billion.

Lon Nol pointed out that ele­ 
phants are not given lightly in 
his country and only because 
his 
American visitor 
was a 
“great and true friend ’ of the 
Khmer people was he entitled 
to such a gift. 


Welfare Rolls 


Chopped Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation s welfare rolls shrank in 
July 
for 
the 
third 
straight 
month as states continued to 
fight skyrocketing 
costs, 
the 
government said Friday. 
The Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
said 
most of the decline came in Aid 
to 
Families 
with 
Dependent 
Children-—AFDC—which 
repre­ 
sents about 70 per cent of the 
annual $16.3-billion welfare bill. 
“Several factors appear to be 
contributing 
to 
the 
apparent 
leveling off of the welfare case­ 
loads, the most notable being 
the recent efforts of states to 
j cut 
back 
on 
payments 
and 
recipients because of the ex­ 
traordinary cost rise in the past 
year,” said John D. Twiname, 


j administrator of HEW’s Social 
and 
Rehabilitation 
Service.

Then 
Mayor Sam Yorty of Los Angel­ 
es offered the beast a home in 


his city’s zoo. But how to get 
him there? 
The U.S. war machine went 
to work, and this week a six- 
man team, including a publicity 
man and two veterinarians, ar­ 
rived to supervise the crating 
and departure. 
“He’s 
very friendly,” 
said 
Maj. Richard Abel of the admi­ 
ral’s public relations staff as 
construction went ahead on a 
steel crate. 
Abel said the elephant will 
fly, 
probably 
this 
weekend, 
when space is available on a 
U.S. Air Force CUI. Air freight 
to Los Angeles costs about 140 
per hundred pounds, which in 
Cincpachyderm’s 
case 
will 
come to about $800. 
Now what about the young 
lion Lon Nol gave Col. Jona­ 
than Ladd? 
Although Ladd is head of the 
embassy's 
military-political 
section, he hasn’t been able to 
arrange a flight for his gift.

Taft Fears 
Isolationism 


TIFFIN, Ohio (AP) — A con­ 
tinual review of national prior­ 
ities is nedeed, but primary at­ 
tention should be given national 
security, U.S. Sen. Robert Taft 
Jr., R-Ohio, said in a speech 
here Friday.

TIFFIN, Ohio (AP) — A con­ 
tinual review of national prior­ 
ities is nedeed, but prim ary at­ 
tention should be given national 
security, U.S. Sen. Robert Taft 
Jr., R-Ohio, said in a speech 
here Friday. 
Taft said there seems to be
